o ver a spe­ 
cial o rde* to co me to a vo te o n the ship­ 
ping subsidy. 
McMillin ami Mills bo th 
o ppo sed the o rder, and sai-i it was simply 
in line with the po licy o f the majo rity. 
The new rules had been ado pted fo r fo ur 
reaso ns: To pass the electio ns bill, the 
direct tax bill, the tariff bill, and the 
shipping subsidy. 
Three o f these had 
been [Kissed, and no w the g ig was to be 
put o n to p.ass the fo urth. 
McKinley said 
tnat the practice o f making special o rders 
had been in vo gue since the Fo rty-sixth 
co ngress; then it had been do ne in vio la­ 
tio n o f tlie rules, ami no w the rules pro ­ 
vided fo r that metho d. 
T h e Verdict, o f N o ve m b e r . 
The majo rity were respo nsible fo r public 
legislatio n, and it sho uld be permitted to 
put its purpo se into public law to be 
tried o nly befo re the great tribunal o f the 
American peo ple.

The latter 
having made a remark which irritated Fun­ 
sto n, Funsto n made an attack upo n him, 
in ■which he alluded to the cilice which llut- 
terwo rth o ccupies in the Wo rld’s fair 
co nnnbsio n, and said that if that gentle­ 
man, who se name was asso ciated with the 
auti o ptio n bill, had taken as much time 
to fo rwarding that measure as he had to 
drawing his salary as secretary o f the 
W o rld’s fair, the measure wo uld no w have 
been passed—a measure which wo uld bring 
great relief to the agricultural interests.
